| addressed themselves to ‘the 
strengths and weaknesses 
which we may share,”’as Mears 
put it. 

One similarity which draws 
the two districts together, the 
trustees decided, was their 
“maturity.”

Dr. White said he believed 
the two districts, combined, 
would continue to have the 
same good programs they 
now have — but he didn’t 
know if the two high schools 
would.

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Social Life Finds Inspiration 
From Community Service 


Some day, someone is going to take a long look at to- 
day’s social picture and the conclusions are going to scuttle 
a great deal of nonsensical wordage that has been written 
about the “country club set” and the burden that people 
of above average income carry in the form of “leisure” time. 


For the most part, it is this group, on the Mid-Peninsula 
at least, which is the backbone of the kind of community 
service that has created such widely recognized facilities 
as Little House, the Children’s Health Council, and the 
Retarded Children’s Guild, to name just a few. 


If you are a reader of the “society” sections, you will 
observe that most of the area’s larger and more lavish 
social activities revolve around the support of such facilities. 


The weekend of August 17 and August 18 will be a case 
in point. On Saturday, both in the daytime and in the 
evening, the Woodside-Atherton Junior Auxiliary to the 
Stanford Convalescent Home will put on their traditional 
Tally-Ho party. This offers the public double pleasure. 
For a very small ticket price, a couple can enjoy a fashion 
show, dinner, a topflight horse show and dancing to the 
music of a well-known band. And the bonus is the fact 
that the proceeds go to the “con home” which devotes 
itself to the in-patient care of children with long-term phy- 
sical disabilities. 

Parenthetically it should be emphasized that these two 
benefit parties are but a factor in the effort that the aggre- 
gate of volunteer groups expend in a year for the support of 
their projects. Children’s Health Council, both senior and 
junior auxiliaries, put on a wide variety of benefit affairs, 
smaller ones, throughout each year. And their bread and 
butter contributions come from the Bargain Box, a re-sellit 
shop in Palo Alto and from their luncheon and tea room, 
Country House at Ladera. 

The Woodside Junior Auxiliary, year in and year out, 
day by day, handles the management of Allied Arts Guild 
and the staffing of its Traditional Shop. With the pro- 
ceeds from these projects and the approximately $20,000 
they raise from the Tally-Ho party they contribute a part 
of the 14 per cent of funds necessary to operate the “con 
home.” CHC auxiliaries estimate about the same contribu- 
tion will result to the health council from Summer Sym- 
phony IV. 

On August 18, the Children’s Health Council will stage 
the area’s single al fresco concert at which Arthur Fiedler, 
Mischa Elman and the San Francisco Symphony will per- 
form. The health council, of course, has become an inter- 
nationally recognized out-patient facility whose primary 
objective is the treatment of children for mental, emotional 
and physical handicaps. They function from the premise 
that the child’s family is involved in the treatment and that 
the community must be educated to accept and encourage 
him. 

It happens that the two organizations will be presenting 
their benefits on the same weekend. As the service they 
do is inter-complimentary, it is a fitting coincidence of dates. 

It’s almost a certainty that many former residents of the 
area will be drawn back for a visit by Sunday’s concert and 
Saturday’s party and horseshow. For many of college- 
age it will be a memorable weekend before returning to 
their studies. 

The weekend gets our vote for the kind of good time 
that used to be tied up with Big Game and Homecoming. 
Additionally, the investment in tickets is delightfully pala- 
table way to support a big job that is being done by too 
small a portion of the area’s residents.

Solicitation for Boys’ Club Funds 
Will Begin, Officially, in November 


The Boys’ Club of Menlo Park is now under construc- 
tion on a 3% acre site owned by the city and leased by the 
club. The location is at Alpine Avenue and Market Place 


at the Ringwood Avenue pedestrian over-crossing of the 


Bayshore freeway. 


With the land available and labor's contribution of 
building skills, the Boys Club still needs and is seeking 
$125,000 which will include operating expenses for the first 
year. The club will be completed as soon as resources make 
it possible. It is conservatively estimated that at least 1000 
boys will become members within a year’s time of com- 
pletion, dedication and opening. 

The building fund general solicitation will commence 
on Nov. 6 and will continue until Nov. 30. Contributors 
before this date will be acknowledged as advance gift 
donors. 

Traditionally boys’ clubs have been supported by mens’ 
service groups. In our community, fortunately, a group of 
women, The Atherlons, have taken up the cudgels. Last 
year they designed an Easter brunch and bridge which 
raised a substantial sum toward the boys’ club building 
fund. Now at the planning stage are a fall bridge tourna- 
ment and a repeat performance of the brunch and bridge 
benefit. 

It would be invaluable, indeed, if some of the other 
womens’ groups in the area could include the boys’ club 
in their plans for next seasons’ philanthropic projects. 

Harnessing the formidable energy of boys between the 
ages of 7 and 18 into creative activities and pointing out 
the road to good citizenship can certainly be included at 
the top of the list of community service. 

The women in this community have never taken a back 
seat when it came to recognizing a community need and 
taking the necessary steps toward aiding those who need it.

Affairs of State: 


Budget Hikes 
Halt Senate

Legislative compromises are 
sometimes hard to come by. 
The hard truth of this is being 
only too well demonstrated at 
our current special session. As 
of this minute, the Senate is 
deadlocked over budget  in- 
creases, and both houses are 
practically marking time. 

As predicted, the tax pro- 
gram bills have created all the 
difficulty. The withholding 
measure for the personal in- 
come tax, as anticipated when 
the Senate held its unusual 
closed session during our first 
week, died in committee. Other 
parts of the program, however, 
moved swiftly out of the Sen- 
ate. Bills to end installment 
payment of the income tax, and 
to reorganize payment of the 
insurance tax were passed with- 
out controversy. 

The situation proved quite 
a bit different when it came 
to the bill to speed up payment 
of the bank and corporation 
tax. This is the measure, it will 
be recalled, that came a crop- 
per over the two-thirds vote 
rule in the last hours of the 
regular session, and brought all 
the other tax bills tumbling 
down with it. This time, the 
language has been changed 
considerably, though not the 
over-all purpose of the bill, and 
administration leaders were 
armed with opinions both from 
the Attorney-General and the 
Legislative Counsel to the ef- 
fect that with the changed 
wording, it could be passed 
with only a simple majority 
vote. 

When the echoes of oratory 
died away, the bill passed the 
Senate by the tight vote of 22- 
14, Once again, the possibility 
was raised of court action if 
the bill is finally passed with 
only this vote to its credit in 
the Senate. 

In the meantime, the bill to 
add some $114 million to the 
$3.14 million budget act al- 
ready signed by the Governor 
had been heard by the Senate 
Finance Committee. The com- 
mittee cut some $32 million 
from the total, mostly from 
proposed pay increases for state 
workers and from appropria- 
tions for new state functions. 
About $2 million was added to 
other items, including money 
for the Governor’s mansion, 
thus making the net reduction 
some $30 million. 

When the bill, carrying this 
lower total of $84 million, came 
up for action on the Senate 
floor the opposition to the 
bank and corporation tax meas- 
ure seized their opportunity. 
The budget bill must get a two- 
thirds vote. The administration 
needed 27 votes to meet this 
requirement, but the most 
which could be mustered was

24, The opposition stood firm 
during a twelve-hour attempt 
to change things, then the Sen- 
ate recessed until the next 
morning. The opposition were 
determined that the objection- 
able speed-up features of the 
tax bill must be removed be- 
fore the budget bill would be 
given the required votes. 

During this time, the for- 
tunes of the various bills to 
grant more state funds to pub- 
lic schools sifted with bewild- 
ering rapidity. The principal 
Assembly measure, which 
would provide an additional $40 
million for this year, and $60 
million for the next, and which 
also provided for a countywide 
property tax to raise $27.5 mil- 
lion more, was amended in 
committee to remove this latter 
tax completely. 

Oh yes—a bill to appropriate 
money for two more weeks of 
the special session has just 
been introduced. We all hope 
it’s not needed.

Road Program Continues

The Board of Supervisors has 
taken steps to formulate a long 
range highway construction 
program despite the failure of 
the voters to approve the $35 
million bond issue 

Resolutions are being pre- 
pared by the District Attor- 
ney’s office to formalize the 
Greater Highways Committee 
as an official commission of 
the county. 

All cities in the county 
will be asked to adopt simi- 
lar resolutions and appoint 
an official representative to 
the commission. Once this 
group is legally formed, stu- 
dies will be started to decide 
the best approach to proceed 
with the road projects outlin- 
ed in the Nolte report 2s list- 
ed in the June bond issue. 

There are no rumblings of 


another bond issue, On the con- 
trary, Supervisor James V 
Fitzgerald, who headed the 
highway bond plan, said he 


would be opposed to anoiher 
election of any amount in the 
foreseeable future. The new 
commission could come up with 
ideas of its own, howeve 

The thinking now is to pro 
ceed by using gas and in lieu 
tax monies, supplemented by 
sales taxes. The new ( 
Burns act increasing gas 
one cent a gallon will double 
the present income of cities 
from this source. 

The county expects to gain 
about 10 per cent, or $126,- 
000 a year. This new income 
must be spent with matching 
funds from local govern- 
ments, and this is where the 
sales tax comes in.

The first phase of a new tele- 
phone system for county gov- 
ernment centers was put into 
effect this week. According to 
Henry P. Tarratt, whose de- 
partment now has charge of all 
communication facilities, the 
county will save approximately 
30 per cent over the old sys- 
tem which was based on the 
message unit plan. 

A new four-station switch- 
board is now in operation on 
the second fleor of the new 
office building in Redwood 
City —- a month before oth- 
er offices will move in. 

It brings all the county 
phones in Redwood City, the 
health and welfare units, and 
the county court and health 
center in South San Francisco 
into a direct line system, elimi- 
nating all “long distance” calls. 

Later, the San Mateo court 
center, Hillerest Juvenile Hall, 
library, and Crystal Springs 
will be tied in, completing the 
new setup. 

Some 550 telephones were 
involved in the initial change- 
over. Switchboards in the of- 
fices of the sheriff, school su- 
perintendent, district attor- 
ney and the health center 
have been eliminated. 

One less operator will be re- 
quired to handle the new sys 
tem. The installation was su- 
pervised by Pacific Telephone 
and county technicians at a cost 


Steps are under way to form 
a new safety council that would 
include all cities. Later it is 
planned to have the unit be 
come a member of the Nation- 
al Safety Council. The county, 
the cities, industry and private 
citizens would be asked to con- 
tribute to the chaptér’s sup- 
port.

Salt Ponds Near Bay Provide Break Up 
More Than Table Seasoning | Poker Game 


An industry which has been 
“going on for years” here is 
contributing once again, to the 
enjoyment of thousands who 
don’t realize that it even exists. 

It’s the brine shrimp harvest- 
ing industry which has the Les- 
lie Salt Co. evaporation ponds 
along the bayshore as the seat 
of its activity. 

The reason it contributes to 
the enjoyment of thousands? 
.The brine shrimp are harvested 
as feed for various types of 
fish at the San Francisco 
aquarium, which recently re- 
opened its doors after a year 
of refurbishment. 

Nick Lewis, a resident of 
Fremont and a worker for 
Leslie Salt for the past 40 
years, explained this week 
that the small crustacean are 
about as rich a food as can be 
found. They don’t look much 
like shrimp, though, he con- 
cedes. 

They’re about a quarter of

ponds when the brine has 
achieved a certain level of 
salinity, Lewis says. 

Naturally, when the salt con- 
centration achieves a certain 
level higher than that which 
is proper for the shrimp, they 
die. But their carcasses dis- 
solve and don’t influence the 
purity of the salt, which ulti- 
mafely is purified anyhow. 

Besides producing salt and 
shrimp to feed aquarium dis- 
plays, the salt ponds harbor 
another industry, Lewis points 
out. This is the business of 
catching “mudsuckers’—a type 
of fish between three and 
seven inches long, used as bait. 

The mudsuckers “look like 
catfish without the whiskers,” 
says Lewis, who adds that 
they’re quick-frozen and ship- 
ped all over the United States. 
A subcontracting firm of Les- 
lie’s is involved in this oper- 
ation. 

Lewis says he’s seen a lot 
of changes, since joining the 
bayside industrial complex. 

He recalls, for instance, the 
days when salt from the ponds 
was “harvested” by men with 
shovels and wheelbarrows. 
Nowadays, it’s scraped up by a 
huge harvesting machine and 
carried to processing plants on 
a narrow gauge railroad which 
is moved around as necessary 
for the most efficient opera- 
tion. 

In this area, the salt pons 
extend from Ravenswood point 
north to Harbor Boulevard in 
Redwood City, where the firm’s 
major west bay processing 
| plant is situated. 

There are other salt evapo- 
rators and harvesting facilities 
in the east bay.

New Budget: 


5M Junior College Taxpayers Get 1963-64 Tax Rate Cut 


The combination of a cut in 
tax rate while meeting increas- 
ed educational expenditures is 
in store for the San Mateo Jun- 
ior College District taxpayers 
during 1963-1964. 

The publication budget of 
the district for the coming year, 
adopted last week by the board 
of trustees, includes a total of 
$3,641,309 for current expendi- 
tures, an increase of $461,617 
over the 1962-1963 expendi- 
tures. But as now estimated, 
the total operational tax rate 
for 1963-1964 will be .3920, a 
cut of .0221 from the 1962-1963 
rate. The operational rate will 
include .35 for maintenance, 
.0136 for retirement, and .0284 
for community services.

$5,900,000, the rate for the com- 
ing year will show a slight rise, 
since returns from the invest- 
ment of bonds have ceased with 
the use of the funds for current 
construction payments on Col- 
lege Heights. Superintendent 
Julio L. Bortolazzo, in detailing 
the breakdown of tax rates, in- 
dicated that the bond interest 
and redemption is estimated at 
.0456, an increase of .0117 over 
the 1962-1963 rate. ‘“However,” 
stated the Superintendent, 
“even with this increase in the 
bond rate, the tax payers will 
still have a cut of slightly more 
than a cent in the total. As 
now calculated, the total tax 
rate for the junior college dis- 
trict will be .4376 for the com- 
ing year, while the 1962-1963 
rate was .4480 per $100 of 
assessed valuation.” 

Reporting on assessed valua- 
tion, the superintendent said 
that the present estimate is for 
$886,054,269, a rise of $48,735,- 
789 over the 1962-1963 figure. 
“This 5.8 per cent increase is 
amazingly close to our projec- 
tion of assessed valuation made 
three years ago. At that time, 
as published in the District’s 
Master Plan for Facilities and 
Services, 1961-1971, our figures 
projected an assessed valuation 
of $884,000,000 for the 1963- 
1964 college year,” said Borto-

out the use of funds from the 
sale of the Delaware Campus.

FOUNDING 

Actually the city of Menlo 
Park was founded in 1854 by 
two Irishmen who had migrat- 


Oak Grove Avenue was nam- 
ed for the Joseph Donohoe Jr. 
home. The first generation Jo- 
seph Donohoe estate was enti- 
tled Holme Grove and was lo- 
cated where Menlo-Atherton 
High School now stands. 

John Doyle’s Ringwood Park 
was the origin for the naming 
of ‘Ringwood Avenue. Ravens- 
wood Avenue was the through- 
way to the old dock at Ravens- 
wood. Santa Cruz Avenue was 
a turnpike in ithose early eyars 
and Menlo Park residents used 
it to get to Santa Cruz by stage- 
coach. 

Miss Gale has a colorful col- 
lection of paintings by Rachael 
Bentley of local landmarks, 
many of which have long since 
been destroyed by progress or 
ratural causes. 

Among these are the large 
estates of the James Flood 
family, and the J. A. Donohoes. 
One large water color of the 
Flood mansién hangs on her 
parlor wall. 


LAND PURCHASE 

The historian can relate ma- 
ny tales about the earliest de- 
velopment of the area, when 
her grandparents first settled 
near Searsville. They were 
among many who bought land 
from a faimly, only to find out 
a decade later that the land 
was not rightfully theirs since 
they had bought it from the 
wrong family. 

Dennis Martin, one of the 
first settlers, had paced off his 
land by walking, only to find

name, meaning “near water,” 
was appropos during the early 
years of the area. Those were 
the days of vast wooded lands, 
on which man-made lakes were 
arranged. These woods ran 
from San Francisquito Creek 
to Atherton Avenue. Bohannon 
Industrial Park mow stands 
where a man-made lake once 


was. 

The first brief incorporation 
miof the town came in 1874 for 
the main purpose of construct- 
ing and naming streets. Many 
of these, too, have historical

Boundaries were marked off 

Cc by natural markers, such as a 

Ib tree or craggy rock. However, 

this problem cleared up when 


surveying took place. 

In 1890 the population of the 
city was only 400, with the on- 
ly three blocks making up the 
small settlement. County Road 
(El Camino Real) and Amelia 
Avenue (University Drive) 
made up the boundaries. 

During these 76 years in 
Menlo Park, Susan Gale has 
seen many major historical ev- 
ents affect the local communi- 
ty. One of the biggest impres- 
sions made on her memory was 
‘the 1906 San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire. She was in San 
| Francisco at the time, but she 
claims the most dreadful dam- 
age was done locally. Stanford 
f| University Chapel, “probably 
one of the most beautiful in 
the world, was completely 
ruined,” she stated. Mrs. de- 
land Stanford had spared no ex- 
pense on the memorial to her 
son, and she had hired artists 
from Italy to work on the ma- 
ny mosaics which it contained. 


CAMP FREMONT 

’ Another national crisis which 
hit near home was the 1918 
“black flu” epidemic. Camp 
Fremont was then in operation 
and the soldiers’ wives and 
children were sent here to be 
with them. People died by the 
hundreds all over the country

During the 1940’s, Menlo 
Park started making progress 
rapidly and due to the credit 
of Mayor Charles Burgess. She 
describes him as a “great man 
with wonderful foresight.” One 
major factor in the progress 
of the city was the purchasing 
of the civic center from the 
government, who had been us- 
ing it as a military hospital. 
Through his efforts the town 
was able to purchase the cen- 
ter for a price much better 
han they expected. 

Miss Gale was also acquaint- 
ed with Dr. David Starr Jor- 
dan, former president of Stan- 
ford. “He could talk on any 
subject,” Miss Gale relates.

Kelly Hamilton, Menlo Workshop Says ‘Yes’ 


To those who cant’ visualize 
the work of Thomas Hardy con- 
verted into a musical, but 
would welcome the opportuni- 
ty of seeing it lyrically experi- 
mented with, then “Return to 
Heath,” a Menlo Dramatic 
Workshop presentation, is the 
answer. 

Written by Kelly Hamil- 
aon, a recent Woodside High 
graduate, the play is an indi- 
rect adaptation of Hardy’s 
novel, “The Return of the 


Native.” Certain characters 
were added or deleted by 
Hamilton, according to dra- 
matic need and structure.

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In the Garden: 


Contrasting Colors Important to Prettier Gardens 


You see gardens occasionally 
in which monotony reigns as 
king. They are green, green. 
and more green, without a sin- 
gle annual or shrub to pick 
things up with their bloom. 

One wonders in such cas- 
es who the gardener is that 
keeps such a plot of green- 
ery and where is his aesthe- 
tic sense. Doesn’t he ever 
feel like screaming for some 
bright colors when he looks 
into the garden — if he ever 
looks into the garden? 

Now there’s nothing wrong 
with an all-evergreen garden 
if a man lacks time to putter 
with such niceties as annuals 
‘and perennials, but let’s plant 
evergreens with some color to 
them ... maybe even some 
that occasionally bloom. You 
can find any number of shrubs 
which give you colorful blos- 
soms and demand no attention 
in return. Like oleander, may- 
be ,or rock-roses. Any nursery- 
man can show you many other 
low-maintenance or nomain- 
tenance shrubs. 

But back to the idea of con- 
trasting colors from evergreen 
foliage alone. As you can see 
when you visit any nursery,

there is a great diversity in the 
color of “evergreen” foliage. 
Some of it is on the reddish 
or purple side. Some is blue- 
gray in tone and some is sil- 
very gray. Here’s the making 
of some interesting color con- 
trasts whether we have much 
bloom or not. And if you 
stretch the point to include a 
deciduous shrub or two, you 
have even more variety. 


Gardeners who care will 
carry this idea of contrasting 
colors into all phases of gar- 
dening. In the border, they 
will pair a red Japanese Ma- 
ple off against the blue-green 
of a dwraf conifer such as 
White’s Silver King Juniper. 
Or on a larger scale, they 
will plant a gray-green Pine- 
apple Guava next to a pur- 
ple Hopseed Bush. In the 
flower border they contrast 
the blue Lily of the Nile 
with some fiery Red Hot 
Pokers, blue violas with yel- 
low violas, white stock with 
pink snapdragons — always 
on the lookout for pleasing 
color combinations. 

Such practice adds interest 
not only to the garden, but to 
gardening, for the planning it- 
self becomes intriguing. One 
gets as much pleasure out of 
seeking new contrasts as he 
does out of actually seeing 
them in the completed stage of 
use in the 

For ithe benefit ‘of those who 
would try their hand at this 
garden game, nurserymen of- 
fer the following list of shrubs 
and plants which give you col- 
or in their foliage alone. 

For gray tones try the old- 
fashioned English Lavender 
with its fragrant spikes of 
lavender bloom. Or try Bush 
Germander, either as an in- 
dividual shrub in the border 
or as a silvery-gray hedge. 
On a sunny bank, or in a 
hanging container, the trail- 
ing Bertheloti Lotus adds a 
nice gray pattern of refined 
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foliage, and for tall back- 
grounds, the Olive tree is 
about as gray as any tree can 
be. Other possibilities: Dusty 
Miller, Artemesia, Rosemary 
or Silverleaf Cotoneaster. 
You'll find many others 
which border on gray, but 
these are outstanding. 


For red or purple tones, we 
have already mentioned two — 
the red Japanese Maples and 
the purple Hopseed Bush. Try 
also Fibrous Begonias, which 
combine well, incidentally, 
with Dusty Miller; and Rusy 
Glow Leptosperum, a member 
of the tea tree family with 
striking purple stems and pur- 
plered flowers. The Showy 
Hebe or Veronica has an over- 
all purplish cast to it which de- 
rives from the purple veins in 
the leaves. Japanese Plums, of 
course, add big splashes of pur- 
ple foliage to California gar-
